Christians & Jews 
Meet in London

The paramount importance of reli- 
sious Values in education was stressed 
by the Chief Rabbi, Lord Pakenham, 
ind the Rev. Dr. C. E. Raven, a 
former Regius Professor of Divinity 
at Cambridge University, at the tenth 
annual meeting of the Council of 
Christians and Jews held at Caxton 
Wall. Westminster, on Wednesday. 
The Archbishop of Canterbury, Dr, 
G. F. Fisher, the Senior President of 
the Council, was in the chair. 

The Archbishop paid a tribute to 
the recently deceased members of the 
Council, including Sir Robert Waley 
Cohen, its former Treasurer, and Mr. 
Otto Schiff. | 

Referring to the forthcoming visit of 
Marshal Tito to this country, the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. spoke. of the 
wuflerings imposed on religious groups in 
Yugoslavia, and the possible field for 
intervention offered. by the Marshal's 
meeting with: Mr. Eden. 


Five Presidents Re-elected 


The Bishop of Stepney proposed, and 
Mr. FE. F. Iwi seconded, the re-election 
of the Council's five Presidents: the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, the Cardinal 
Archbishop: of Westminster, the Modera- 
or of the Church. of. Scotland, the 
Moderator of the Free Church Federal 
Council, and the Chief Rabbi. The pro- 


posal was carried: unanimously. 


The re-election of the Vice-Presidents 
—Lord Cohen and Sir Richard Living- 
sone (proposed by the Rev. Dr. A. 
Cohen and seconded by Dr. J. J. Mallon, 
well as’ that. of the Hon. 
vcretaries—Messrs. A, G. Brotman and 
Percy W. Bartlett—was agreed to. The 
Earl of -Perth and Mr. Edmund. de 
Rothschild were elected Joint Treasurers, 
ind the eleciion of an Executive Com- 
mittee of seven Christians and seven Jews 
waS also agreed to. 

Presenting the annual report, Mr. 
Bartlett, Acting Chairman of the Execu- 
le, said that their tenth year had been 
graced by’ the patronage of H.M. the 
Queen. 

Mr. Rothschild. who. submitted’ the 
Treasurer's report, said that while their 
income had increased by £400 last year. 
the Council's expenditure remained at 
years level (£7,300). If the work 
of the Council was to be developed. he

REORGANISATION OF U.S. ZIONIST MOVEMENT

New Yor« 
After a heated seven-hour debate 
the Executive Committee of the 
Zionist Organisation of America on 
Sunday approved the compromise plan 
prepared in Jerusalem recently by Mr. 
Ben-Gurion, the Israeli Prime Minis- 
ter, and Rabbi Irving Miller, the 
President of the Zionist Organisation 
of America, extending the activities 
of the American Zionist Council 
which, it is suggested by Mr. Ben- 
Gurion, should become a federation 

representing all American Zionists. 
Many delegates expressed strong 


opposition to the plan, which was 
adopted by 17 votes to five, though 
the majority of the members of the 
Committee...were either absent or 
abstained from voting. 

The plan provides for the co-ordina- 
tion of activities in public relations, 
Zionist participation in fund-raising for 
Israel, the strengthening of Jewish and 
Hebrew education, youth work and 
pioneering, the promotion of interest in 
Zionism, and participation in Jewish 
communal life. 

Rabbi Miller, the chief proponent of 
the plan, acuned that it was the best 
compromise could reach with Mr. 
Ben-Gurion, who, he said. had favoured 
a complete merger of all Zionist bodies 


into one confederation. This, said Rabbi 
Miller, would have resulted in the dis- 
solution of all. Zionist groups in 
America: the compromise plan, however, 
would. heip the Z.O.A.. to. retain, and 
even to strengthen, its autonomy. 

Opposition spokesmen argued that the 
plan was merely a merger in disguise 
and would deprive the Z.0.A. of many 
of its present functions, leading eventu- 
ally to ts complete disappearance, 

The resolution approved by the Coun- 
cil authorises Rabbi Miller to appoint a 
commitiee to discuss the matter with 
other Zionist groups. The scheme still 
has to be ratified by the seven Zionist 
bodies represented on the Council. 
Judging from its initial cool reception, 
the plan seems doomed to failure.

REMEMBRANCE PARADE NEXT YEAR 
' Ajex Conference’s Decision 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A proposal that the annual parade 
and rally of the Association of Jewish 
Ex-Service Men and Women should 
be held next year as usual was adopted 
by an overwhelming majority at the 
annual conference of Ajex, held at 
Woburn House, London, on Sunday. 
In spite of the fog more than 60 Lon- 
don and provincial delegates attended. 

Mr. Gordon Goring, a Vice-Chair- 
man, was elected National Chairman 
of Ajex in succession to Col. George 
Bean, O.B.E., who had held the office 
for the past two years but did not 
stand for re-election. 

Moving the report of the Annual 
Remembrance Parade Sub-Committee, the 
Chairman, Mr. F. Ashe Lincoln, Q.C,, 
said that the Jewish community was of 
the opinion that this year’s parade was 
very successful. He had received a num- 
her of letters from communal leaders 
expressing appreciation of the parade. 
Not one of them had suggested that this 
year's parade should be the last. 


Purpose of the Parade 


The parade, Mr. Ashe Lincoln went 
on, was being held, first, to remember, 
at a specifically Jewish service, those of 
their comrades who had not returned, 
and secondly to affirm their position as 
equal members of the Commonwealih, 
and as Jewish members of the Common- 
wealth. Those who were opposed. to the 
parade seemed to him to be people who 
were not ashamed of being -Jewish but 
were not proud of their Jewishness. Mem- 
hers of Ajex should first and foremost 
be proud of being Jews, 

In the discussion it was pointed out 
that while the B.B.C. had given the num- 


ber on parade as 15,000, THe Jewisu- 


Curonicte had estimated the number as 
7,000. Two other Jewish papers had 
iven estimates of 10,000 and 12,000. 

e Chairman, Col. Bean, said that THe 
Jewish Curonicre had given the correct 
figure. 

Major M. Cohen (Sunderland) said that 
the cost of the parade should be borne 
by the whole community and not by a 
few synagogues and organisations. - Ajex 
with its meagre resources could not be 


‘expected to meet the tremendous expense. 


Expressing doubt about the value of 
the. parade, Mr. ‘Samuel. . Rose 
(Birmingham) said that he had supported 
it from a sense of duty, and would con- 
tinue to do so, but in his view the 
parade had not contributed one iota to 
the decline of antisemitism. 

Mr. Lincoln said that the parade had 
received gratifying financial support from 
the community, but agreed that. much 
grealer support could be given. 

On the Chairman's proposal it was 
agreed by an overwhelming majority to 
accept the report and to suggest that the 
remembrance parade should be held next 
year as usual, 

Mr. Harry Myers presented the report 
of the Anti-Defamation Sub-Committec, 
which was adopted. 


‘Rearmament of Germany 


resolution was moved by H. 
Rakusin, Hackney branch,  deploring 
“the failure of Ajex attempts to. fight 
the rearmament of Germany, on a 


national scale.”’ and resolving that the 


National Executive of Ajex ** shall make 
this task their premier aim.” 

The Chairman said that Ajex was one 
Organisation competing against the whole 
halional press. There was complete 
public apathy on the problem of German 
rearmament, 

The resolution was defeated. 

Mr. Lincoln declared that the defeat 

the resolution might be misunderstood, 
and that it should be made clear that 

eX was still opposed to German rearma- 

meni. On the proposal of the Chair- 
man the conference decided to reaffirm 
the resolution on German rearmament 
Passed by the annual conference two years 
ago, 

An emergency resolution was submitted 
y Mr. L. S. Rose, M.B.E., expressing 
Ajex's deepest concern at the anti-Jewish 
iMplications of the recent trials in 
Prague. The resolution added: “ The 
conference calls to mind the joint efforts 
and sacrifices made and the terrible 
Suflerings endured by both the Jewish 
People and the Czechoslovak people in 
efeating the Nazi tyranny... .” It 
expressed the hope that the Czechoslovak 
People, and in. particular its ex-Service 
hen and women “ will reassert the tradi- 
tiona| policy of racial and religious 
lolerance which was for so long a shining 
fXample to the.world, 
a ail practical help and support to 
aig now being made to safeguard the 
a and rights: of the Jewish people 
Czechoslovakia.

Powers of Religious 
Authorities

A motion asking that all religious 
matters. connected with Shechita 
Should. be under the control of the 
Ecclesiastical Authorities was adopted 
at a meeting of the London Board of 
Shechita, at the Board’s offices, 29, 
Alie Street; E.1, on Tuesday. . Mr. 
H. A. Gaventa, the President, was in 
the chair. 

Replving to Mr. J. Mendel, the 
President said that he had seen the 
representatives of the Aguda and had 
asked them to postpone the conference 
between the Board and the cattle staff 
until after Chanucah in order that the 
Chief Rabbi could be present. Rabbi 


‘Brodie, he understood, would be out 
,of London in the meantime. 


Shochetim Agree 


The Aguda representatives, said Mr, 
Gaventa, had agreed. In the. meantime, 
shechita was going on normally, 

The Board resumed consideration of 
the following motion of Mr. E. J. N 


Nabarro to amend By-law No. 16 as 


tollows 


‘*-All religious matters connected with Shechita 
shall be under the control of the Ecclesiastical 
Authorities, who are the: Chict Rabb: of the 
United Hebrew Congregations of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations, and the London Beth 
Din. acting under his authority, and the Haham 
and such. other person or persons (if any) whe 
may for the time being constitute the Ecclesiasti- 
cal Authorities of the Spanish and Portuguese 
Jews. of Great Britain.” 


Messrs. A. Mann and P. Goldberg had 
previously submitted an amendment that 
the following be added to By-law No. 16: 

“The Va-ad HaRabbanim of the Federation 
of Synagogues or such other Rabbinical! 
Authority as the Federation shal! appoint.” 


Consideration of. this amendment had : 


been adjourned from the last meeting 
pending the. receipt of the observations 
of the Ecclestiastical Authorites. 

Phe President read the following letter, 
which had been received from the office 
of the Chief Rabbi: “* With: regard to 
the question of the Federation of Syna- 
gogues having Ecclesiastical Represenia- 
“ion. on the Board of Shechita similar 
to the Chief Rabbi and the Haham, the 
Ecclesiastical Authorities for the time 
being do not see the necessity for it, 
the more so as it would mean a departure 
froma long-standing practice. The whole 
quesiion can be reconsidered when_ the 
vacancy of a Principal Rabbi has been 


filled by the Federation of Synagogues.” 


Mr. Gaventa suggested that the Board 
should record in the minutes that the 
Board pledged itself that as soon as a 
Principal Rabbi was appointed the Board 
would reconsider the maiter m conjunc- 
tion with the Ecclesiastical Authorities. 

Mr. A. Mann, Acting President of the 
Federation of Synagogues, accepted the 
Presidenit’s | undertaking. The Board 
agreed to Mr. Gaventa’s proposal. 

Mr. Nabarro’s motion was adopied as 
4 substantive motion after the Board had 


‘accepted an amendment that after the 


words “and the Haham ™ the words “ or 
such person” should be. substituted for 
the words “‘and such o.her person of 
persons. " 


Board’s Employees 


The President moved that a new by-law 
be provided to read as follows: 


No. person: shall ‘be an employee of the - 


Board who is an Honorary Officer of a parent 
body or a member of the Board of Elders. of 
the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, — the 
Executive Committee of the United Synagoguc, 
the Executive Council of the Federation of 
Synagogues, or the Board of Management of the 
Western Synagogue.” 


Mr. P. Goldberg suggested that the 
following words be added to the end of 


-the clause: 


* This shall not apply to an employee's syna- 
“ogue or. religious activity with which it 1s 
connected.”’ 

Mr. Gaventa referred to the ruling 
which had been given by the Ecclesiastical 
Authoriiies’ -in connection with the 
appointment of Mr. M. Lederman, who 


was President of the Federation at the’ 


time, as Assistant Poultry Superintendent. 
The Ecclesiastical Authorities then ruled 
* that it is not in order for any employee 
of the Board of Shechita to be either 
an Hon. Officer or a member of the 
Executive of a Parent Body of the Board 
of Shechita.”’ 

Mr. Isaac Landau described the pro- 
posal as ** undemocratic.” 

After further discussion, during which 
much opposition was expressed to 
the proposal, the President said that if 
it was the wish of the Board that he 
should not proceed with this proposal 
and that he should leave the record of 
this ruling to be written in the minutes 
of the Board, he would be prepared to 
abide by the decision of the Board. 

The Board agreed to record in the 
minutes the ruling of the Ecclesiastical 
Authorities on this matter for future 
reference, and the President withdrew the 
proposal. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE DREAM OF JUDAISM 


OSEPH was a dreamer. He 


was not exceptional in_ this . 


regard ; on the contrary, he was 
a true heir of the tradition of the 
Patriarchs, who were all visionaries 
and bequeathed their visions as an 
inalienable heritage to their chil- 
dren. Jewish life has never been 
built of the so-called hard realities 
of existence, of material constants. 
It has flowed through the years like 
a stream of ethereal light, giving 
men and women such intangible 
things as abiding hope and faith, an 
irresistible yearning for righteous- 
ness and freedom, indomitable 
courage, and an overwhelming 
awareness of God. 

Joseph's first dream was of sheaves 
of corn. It was the familiar craving 
for bread, for prosperity, for material 
success. Judaism does not condemn 
such aspirations. Our physical nature 
requires material satisfactions. The 
Torah joins issue only. with those who 
live by bread alone. It stresses the 
danger of inflating the importance of 
our economic wants to the exclusion 
of our spiritual requirements, 

Joseph also dreamt another dream ; 
he saw the heavens and their ever- 
lasting luminaries. Judaism has the 
power to wrench our gaze away from 
the lusts of the earth, and direct it 
Godward. Having contemplated the 
high eternal-stars, Joseph gave voice 
to an overriding human need: “IL 
seek my brethren.” The children of 
Jacob discovered, in the end, their 
mutual brotherhood, which jealousy. 
and causeless hostility had distorted 
and concealed. This second dream of 
Joseph became, in a later generation, 
the vision of the prophets and the 
messianic hope of a warless world. 


BUT the sequel of Joseph's dream- 
ing was pathetic beyond words. 
In Egypt he ceased to see visions ; 


instead he became an interpreter of: 


other men’s. dreams. From that 


moment Joseph was a captive. at 


mattered not whether his. prison-house 
was a dungeon or a palace; his soul 
was in fetters. This. was the begin- 
ning of the Egyptian bondage; it 
marked the first disastrous effects of 
exile—the growth of assimilationism. 

How stands it with us, the latter- 


. day descendants of the children of — 


israel? Is the Dream of Judaism 
sull with us, or are we becoming a 


people of interpreters and imitators ? |

an increasing number of divorce- 
shattered homes, give a disturbing 
answer, 

One might think the Chanucah 
Menorah, which we light to-night, 
rebukes this pessimistic diagnosis. 
Before tts storied radiance it may seem 
that the shadows of Jewish life flee 
for ever. Does it not tell of ancient 
miracles re-enacted in modern times ? 
Is not the State of Israel the living 
assurance of the renaissance of the 
Maccabean spirit ? 

LET us not be misled by facile com- 

parisons. There is a vast differ- 
ence between the Hasmonean struggle 
and modern Zionism. The. former 
was primarily actuated by religious 
considerations, the latter is essentially 
a national movement. tn Israel no 
less than the Diaspora secularist 
forces, professing blatant materialism, 
are obscuring our age-old Dream of 
Heaven. Even Israel's militant Ortho- 
doxy creates the uneasy. impression 
that it is fighting primarily for the 
external forms and forgetting the 
spiritual content of Judaism. What 
then of our Dream ? 

When the icy hand of winter strips 
the earth of its verdure, nature 
heroically dreams a dream of spring’s 
renewal of hfe and of summer’s 
abundant harvests.. Perhaps it is so 
with us, too: perhaps it is so with 
the strife-ridden, materialistic world 
we live in. We must dream our 
Torah Dream with all our heart and 
soul ; we must live it with the courage 
that defies the obstructing mountains 
and with the faith that can move them. 
Only. then shall the Vision. become 
Reality.

Jews and. Christians alike, and whic 
found iis basic source in the Law, the 
Prophets, and the sacred writings of the 
People of the Book. 

Lord Pakenham, speaking as a Roman 
Catholic. demanded that all parents 
should have the right to secure for their 
children the religious education of their 
choice without any penalty or discrimi- 
nation, financial or otherwise. 

Dr. Raven said. that the “ agonising 
contradiction” between science and 
religion in the interpretation of hfe and 
nature had ended. For the scientists 
had now recognised the existence of 
design in creation.

Benefits of Religious 
Education 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


Speaking in the Commons on Mon- 
day on the Education (Miscellaneous 
Provisions) Bill, which deals with the 
establishment of voluntary schools, 
Mr. L. M. Lever (Lab:, Ardwitk, Man- 
chester) said that he had been actively 
concerned with denominational 
schools in this country for well over 
a quarter of a century. 

“IT have been concerned with Jewish 
schools, and, as a Jew, | am very 
proud to support this measure,” he 
added.

And it Is 
caught in the atmosphere in which chil- 
dren are reared. In this democratic 
society there is no reason at all why, 
having caught and imbibed the religious 
faith of their fathers, we should not 
come together with our fellow-citizens for 
‘the general welfare of the community 
and of the Realm of which we are all 

roud and for the betterment of man- 

ind. We are all the better equipped to 
do that by having a sound religious 
education.” 

The questions of the denominations, 


Mr. Lever said, should be approached on- 


a basis not of bitterness, but of oe 
for all. Opportunities for religious 
teaching according to conscience would 
serve the State well. 

Mr. Cuuter (Lab,, South Shields), 
the former Home Secretary, hoped there 
would be a substantial measure of help 
for the Church of England, Roman 


Catholic. and Jewish communities in the 


places where they were attempting to 
establish voluntary aided schools.

NORTH-WEST LONDON 
JEWISH SCHOOLS 


Chief Rabbi's Call For Support

The. North-West. London. Jewish 
Schools. are the only independent 
primary schools in London to have 
received the Ministry of Education's 
Certificate of Efficiency, said Rabbi M. 
Landy, Chairman of the Education 
Committee of the Schools, when he 
presided at a dinner and ball heid by 
the Function Committee of the Schools 
at the Grosvenor Rooms, London, 
N:W.2, last week. The guests. of 
honour were the Chief Rabbi and Mrs. 
Brodie. Over £5,500 was raised for 
the schools. 

Rabbi Landy. Hon. Principal of the 
schools, said that ihe number of pupils 
on the roll had doubled tn the past two 
years. There was also a long waiting- 
list. He paid a tribute to Mr. S. Jacobs 
and Mr. Birnhak, Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman respectively of the Func- 
tion Committee, which, in the past three 
years, had raised over £10,000 for the 
schools. 

Some prejudice, Rabbi Brodie said, 
had been expressed about this move- 
ment on the score of segregation. He 
had no objection to Jewish children shar- 
ing a common education, but it was 
traditional in England that denomina- 
tional education should be encouraged 
and that it should remain independent.

|. was informed ‘that about 1,000 
Jewish Servicemen, invalided out of the 
British Forces. during the Second World 
War, were receiving pensions from the 
Briush Government, through their Con- 
sulates in Israel, equal to those being paid 
to British subjects. Because of the higher 
cost of living in Israel, however. the pen- 
sions were totally inadequate, and a claim 
for additional assistance from the Israeli 
Government had been put forward. 

Those disabled in the Arab-Jewish War, 
was told, were being helped by the 
Israeli Government, which had sanctioned 
legislation to provide them with employ- 
ment, pensions, and vocational f{raining. 
According to Israeli law, five per cent ol 
all employees in Government or private 
undertakings must consist of war-disabled 
persons. Centres for rest and rehabylita- 
tion had also been established through 
the joint efforts of the League, the 
Government, and the World Federation. 

During the conference, | learn, the 
Israeli delegates opposed a suggestion 
that the German organisation of disabled 
soldiers (formed under the auspices of 
the German Social Democrats) should 
be admitted to the Federation, on the 
ground that it was. still too early t 
judge the real character of such an 
organisation.

RACE PROBLEMS AND MODERN SCIENCE 


Culture a “Key Concept” 


From a Special Correspondent 


There is no warrant whatever for . 


supposing that the distribution of 
mental and intellectual potentialities 
differs among any of the races of man- 
kind. This assertion, supported by 
all the speakers. was the keynote of 
the conference on “ Race Problems in 
the Light of Modern Science,” held 
under the auspices of the British 
Social Biology Council, at University 
College, London, over the week-end. 

It ts true, as Dr. Julian Huxley, 
F.R.S., who presided over the first 
Session, pointed out, that there are 
bound to be some psychological and 
mental differences between races: but 
these are v@ry small indeed as com- 
pared with the large degree of 
overlap.” 


Emotional Factors 


Dr. Huxley also referred to the con- 
siderable emotional affect attaching to the 
word “race,” and pointed out how 
so-called “race ’’ prejudice is frequently 
directed against non-racial characteristics. 
such -as national, linguistic, or religious 


differences, 

Races, said Dr. A. E. Mourant, Direc- 
tor of the Blood Group. Reference 
Laboratory, Lister Institute.of Preventive 
Medicine, could be classified only on 
purely physical grounds. They. were, 
however, he added, subject to alteration 
by environment (including such factors 
as nutrition) and also by natural selection 
in accordance with the Darwinian theory. 

Speaking of the Jews (although they 
did not, of course, constitute a race), Dr. 
Mourant referred to recent devclopments 
in Alberta, Canada. There, he said. there 
were two unique phenomena. In the first

before marriage ; in the second place 
there was an order compelling all immi- 
grants to declare their, nationality of 
origin—and for this purpose Jews were 
in a distinct category. Without. of 
course, suggesting that Jews were in a 
Separate racial category, it had neverthe- 
less been found that among Jewish immi- 
grants there was a: proportionately’ very 
high percentage of the ““B” blood group, 
which was characteristic of the Eastern 
European and Eastern Mediterranean 
countries, 

Discussing the incidence of a different 
pattern of behaviour prevailing among 
different. peoples, Mr. Freedman. 
Lecturer in Anthropology at the London 
School of Economics, posed the question 
whether this was due to racial or to 
environmental differences. The key con- 
cept, he thought. was cultural. Culture 
was inherited just as much as physical 
characteristics were, but in a different 
way. To express the position. perhaps 
paradoxically, perhaps platitudinously, 
culture was inherited culturally. We were 
Englishmen, Japanese, Jews, or whatever 
we might be. not because we had been 
so born’ but because we had been so 
brought up. We inherit our bodies: but 
the way in which we use them. is almost 
entirely a matter of our cultural heritage. 

Ideals of racial ‘* superiority.” Mr. 
Freedman declared, were largely of recent 
growth. | In the cighteenth century and 
earlier there had grown up the myth of 

“the noble savage ’-—an idea that had 
been perpetuated by, among others, D. H. 


Lawrence. But now West European 
technology had raced ahead. with the 
result that some Western nations had 
developed a fantasy of superiority.. They 
had adopted. the position-——not always 
an acceptable one—of father vis-a-vis 
child. 


France and Racial Theory 


France, said Mr. Freedman, had blazed 
the trail of racial theory, specifically in 
the writings of. de Gobineau, in_ his 

‘Essay on the Inequality of the Human 
Race,’ which had been so enthusiastically 
followed up on the other side of the 
Rhine. De Gobineau had postulated the 
existence of three. races—white, black, 
and yellow—and had held that the per- 
sistence of civilisation was dependent on 
the whites:. but he had- not been anti- 
semitic. as were his Germanic. imitators. 
like Houston Stewart Chamberlain. There 
between the rampant 
antisemitism of Chamberlain and that of 
his lineal successor. Hitler. 
~ We were all of us, he concluded, of 
mixed ethnic. and cultural’ origin: and 
while the proposition that “all men are 
egual was demonstrably absurd, there

between the distribution.of the mental 
and intellectual potentialities of any two 
races, | 

As for hope for the future, perhaps 
the most optimistic pronouncement came 


from Dr. Huxley. Our one aim. he

United Synagogue 
Meeting 
By a, Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Tributes to the President of the 
United Synagogue, the late Sir Robert 
Waley Cohen, K.B.E., were paid at 
a special meeting of the Council held 
at Woburn House on Wednesday of 
last week by the Senior Vice-President, 
Mr. Frank Samuel (who presided), the 
Hon. Ewen BE. S. Montagu, CBE... 
Q.C. Voint Vice-President), and Mr. 
Isaac Landau (Senior, Elder).. 

Mr. Samuel said that the community 
was mourning the death of the man who 
had been universally accepted as the lay 
head of Anglo-Jewry, and there could be 
no doubt that his inspired leadership of 
the United Synagogue had largely contri- 
buted to the recognition within the com- 
munity of his very remarkable qualitics. 
There was no aspect of Anglo-Jewish life 
which, during his lifetime, he had not 


influenced by his wisdom, his knowledge, 


and his sense of purpose. 
Synagogue Development 


No one would doubi, said Mr. Samuel, 
that the immense development of the 


' United Synagogue in all the aspects of 


its religious and charitable work and the 
growth of its influence in the community 
as a whole had been due almost entirely 
When he took 
office just before the outbreak of the 
First World War, the United Synagogue 
comprised but 20 synagogues, providing 
for some 9,000 families. It had grown 
until to-day it served the religious needs 
of just on 100,000 persons, through no 
fewer than 73 congregations, 

No difficulty arose in the community 
without Sir Robert’s aid being sought. 
Every one knew that he would help 
them to see the problem in the right 
light and that he would be willing when 
necessary to intervene in order to. secure 
the desired objective. 

Those who. knew Sir Robert less well 
might think first of his dominating per- 
sonality and his dynamic energy—of a 
man who knew what should be done and 
devoted himself with compleie concen- 
tration to its achievement—of a man 
who would spend endless time endeavour- 
ing to convince others of the soundness 
of his view and on occasion would use 
the power of his personality to enforce 
his view upon them.

Obituary 
MR. H. ARONOWITZ 


Pioneer J.N.F. Worker 


The death occurred early on Mon- 
day of the veteran Zionist, Mr. 


Herman Aronowitz, at the age of 87, 


at the home of his daughter, Mrs. 
Harry Samuels, in Brondesbury. 

He was born at Dorbyan, in Lithuania, 
and migrated 
Holland as a young 
man. There, in 
1899, he was one of 
the two founders of 
the Dutch Zionist 
Society, and when 
the Jewish National 
Fund was estab- 
lished in 1901, he 
founded the J.N.F. 
Commission in 
Amsterdam and 
remained its Presi- 
dent for 12 years. 
Mr. 
also one of the 
Mr. H. Aronowitz 
Diamond Bourse in Amsterdam, and one 
of the chief foundation-stones of its fine 
building in that city bears his name 
prominently. 

In 1913 he moved to Antwerp and 
became President of the J.N.F. Commis- 
sion there. At the outbreak of the First 


‘World War he came to England with 


his family and held the. office of Vice- 
Chairman of the J.N.F, Commission until 
the end of the war. After returning to 
Antwerp he was elected the first Presi- 
dent of the Belgian Keren Hayesod, and 
he also took an active part in Jewish 
communal life generally. 

Mr. Aronowitz came back to Engiand 


‘at the beginning of the last war, once 


more. escaping the Germans, although 
not all his family were so fortunate. On 
his 80th birthday many friends on both 
sides of the Atlantic raised a fund for 
the planting of a forest of 10,000 trees 
near Jerusalem bearing his name,

Mrs. Sarah Crown who died last week 
at a nursing home in Swiss Cottage, 
London, was 102 years old. Until enter- 
ing the nursing home eight months ago 
she had been in possession of good 
health and a retentive memory and was 
able to sew without the use of glasses.

Following restrictions on the 
import of Israeli goods into the United 
Kingdom the former's sierling purchasing 
power has been reduced still further and 
the anticipated contraction in trade has 
taken place. 
Since the Chamber's last memorandum 
it is stated, the whole problem of future 
Anglo-Israeli trade has been considerably 
intensified by the Luxembourg Agree. 
ment between Israel and West Germany 
Under this Agreement, Israel will receive 
goods and services to a total of 
$822,000,000 ofer a period of up to 
twelve years. In the main these goods 
will comprise capital and producer equip- 
ment and raw materials. This “ com. 
petitor”’ for the Israeli market must, 
under present conditions, reduce til! 
further the United Kingdom's short- and 
long-term possibilities of maintaining its 
various interests in the Israeli market. 


Exports Lost 


In. the opinion of the Chamber 
immediate steps are required if this new 
factor, together with the continuing 
decline in Israel's sterling purchasing 
power, is not to result in the virtual 
exclusion of British goods from the Israeli 
market, The inability of the United 
Kingdom to provide credit facilities, 
added to Israel’s sterling shortage, has 
already resulted: in many instances where 
this country has lost exports to its com 
petitors. Unless Israel is given the oppor- 
tunity of earning more sterling by way 
of exports to the United Kingdom and 
the Sterling. Area, existing and future 
British interests in that market will go 
by default. | 

Furthermore, if certain of Israel's trad 
tional exports continue to be. excluded 
from the United Kingdom. market, other 
outlets for Israel's reciprocal trade wil 
undoubtedly be found. — If this occurs ihe 
probability. of re-establishing and con 
solidating a United Kingdom. foothold 
in the growing Israeli market 1s remote, 

Taking the long view, the memorandum 
states, the economic interests of both 
countries can. be safeguarded only by 4 
commercial treaty. The possibility of 
increased export by way of aid to Israel 
is for the time being no greater than 
earlier in the year.

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PROBLEMS FACING 
NEGUIB 
Conflicting Counsel in

The Israeli Government has re€eived 
lresh assurances from Bonn that the 
Reparations Agreement will shortly be 
raufied in its present form. This 1s 
welcome news, not only for economic 
reasons, but because tt shows that the 
Arab League's campaign has failed to 
impress the Federal German authori- 
hes. 

Second thoughts seem to have indi- 
cated to Bonn-—-what foreign observers 
have been pointing out for months— 
that the Arab States, and in particular 
Egvpt, are in no position to embark 
on a bovcott of German goods. The 
Hurry into which the Germans fell 
last month, on receipt of the Egyptian 
protest: Note, was a sign of _ their 
unfamiliarity with Arab tactics. Since 
then it has become clearer than ever 
that Egypt's financial position is much 
too precarious to permit a rupture of 
trade relations with Germany.

Amert- 
can well-wishers of General Neguib’s 
régime. It had been thought that General 
Neguib would employ his .authoritv to 
guide Egyptian policy into more realistic 
channels...

DANISH-ISRAELI 
TRADE PACT 


£100,000 Credit Margin 


From a Special Correspondent 


The first treaty between Denmark 
and tfie State of Israel was signed 
recently. at Christiansborg Castle, 
Copenhagen. It was a trade agree- 
ment negotiated by an Israeli delega- 
tion headed by Dr. A. Nissan, the 
Minister to the Scandinavian countries, 
and a Danish defegation*‘ representing 
all the Ministries concerned. 

Owing to the complementary nature 
of their economies, trade between the 
two countries has been quite substan- 
tial in the past. Denmark is a 
traditional market for citrus fruit; two 
years ago it also imported consider- 
able quantities of Israeli textiles, 
supplying in exchange foodstuffs, such 
as frozen fish, potatoes, milk powder, 
cheese, and poultry, and industrial 
products, such as refrigerating machin- 
ery, garage equipment, and tools. 


amount of goods exchanged 
between the two countries _ totalled 
£1,750,000 in 1950 and £1,100,000 in 


1951. Denmark thus became _Israel’s 
third largest customer, exceeded only by 
Britain and the United States. One 
particular feature of these commercial 
transactions deserves special emphasis. 
Because all transactions were on a barter 
basis, Israel's imports from Denmark 
were fully covered by its exports to that 
country. 

This system served its purpose as it 
permitted Israel to make its products 
known to customers in Denmark at a 
time. when there was a sellers’ market. 
There is no doubt, however, that barter- 
ing is a clumsy system, unsuited to a 
buyers’ market and apt to be misused. 


Drop in Exports 


In the first six months of this year 
Israel's exports to Denmark declined, 
totalling only £380,000. 

The purpose of. the 
agreement is to create a framework for 
the smooth functioning of trade relations. 
Israel has been granted. mosi-favoured- 
nation treatment, and the facilities of the 


Free Import Lists in force with the 
countries of the European Payment 
Union. Specific quotas have been fixed 


for the import of citrus by-products and 
tomato purée and juice, as well as mis- 
cellaneous articles, including alcoholic 
beverages. The import of a working 
stock of 50 cars assembled in Israel has 
also been provided for. 

About 50 per cent of. Israel's imports 
from Denmark will consist of. agricul- 
tural products, about 33 per cent of fish 
products, and about 17 per cent of 
industrial goods, such as refrigerating 
machinery and spare parts, etc. 

It is understood that the volume of 
Israel’s purchases depends entirely on 
its exports to Denmark: no payments in 


hard currency have been provided for as 


in trade agreements concluded with other 
countries. In order to make the agree- 
ment workable, credit 
2,000,000 kroner (£100,000) 
agreed upon. 

Should the treaty not be renewed, 
eventual credit balances are to be settled 
within a period of six months by the 
supply of goods. If a balance remains 
after this time the two Governments will 
find ware of liquidating such balances 
within three months. 

The turnover is not limited, but accord- 
ing to estimates will amount to 15,000,000 
to 20,000,000 kroner.

WIZO’S WORK IN

RECALL OF ISRAELI ENVOY DEMANDED 
Czech Government's Allegations 


From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 

The Polish. and Czechoslovak 
Governments have declared Dr. A. L. 
Kubovy, the Israeli Minister in War- 
saw and Prague, persona non grata 
and demanded his recall. 

Before the Polish request was 
received, the Israeli Government 
decided to reject the Note received 


from the Czechoslovak authorities last’ 


Friday demanding the recall of its 
envoy, who returned here last week to 
report to the Cabinet on the recent 
Prague trials 

The Israeli Cabinet will send a Note 
in reply, denying the allegations made 
by the Czech Government against Dr. 
Kubovy and expressing its views on the 
Prague trials. It will be recalled that 
during the trials accusations were made 
against.a number of Israelis, including 
statesmen and diplomats. 

In its Note, a Foreign Office spokes- 
man has: announced here, Israel will 
describe as completely without  founda- 
tion. the allegations made by the Czechs 
that Israel has interfered in Czecho- 
Slovakia’s internal affairs. It will also 
point out that the Czech Foreign Office 
has hitherto made no protest against such 
alleged interference. 


Emigration Pledge 


The Note will emphasise that, in 
accordance with international custom, the 
Israeli Legation made attempts to defend 
the interesis of two Israeli citizens 
{Mordeca: Oren, the Mapam journalist, 
and Orenstein, a former member of the 
Israeli staff in Prague, both of whom 
gave evidence at the trials], who were 
imprisoned by the Czechs. 

In a reference to the emigration ques- 
tion the Note will point out that not 
only did the Czech authorities make no 
objection to Israeli efforts to obtain per- 
mission for Czech Jews to emigrate to 
Israel, but that Dr. Kubovy’s  predeces- 
sor, Dr. Elashiv, obtained an assurance 
that the emigration of 3,500 Jews would 
be allowed. This pledge was reaffirmed 
in talks between Br. Kubovy and M. 
Gottwald, the Czech President, on July 
was reiterated by the 
Foreign Minister, M. Siroky, and his two 
deputies. Shortly before the Prague 
trials Dr. Kubovy was informed by the 
Czech Foreign Office that the promise 
sull held good. 

The Israeli Note, the spokesman added, 
will refute the libellous assertions made 
against Dr. Kubovy, who was said by 
the Czechs to have had connections with 
persons guilty of espionage. It will also 
give the Israeli Government’s reaction to 
the antisemitic aspects of the Prague trials 
and the slanderous remarks made about 
Israel. 

Israel, the spokesman said. still con- 
sidered Dr. Kubovy as its. Minister. to 
Czechoslovakia and Poland. 

The contents of the Czech Note, which 
was handed to the Israeli Chargé 
d’Affaires in Prague, came as no surprise 
to the Israeli Government in view of the 
anti-Israeli allegations made at  -the 
Prague trials. . Nevertheless, the arrival 
of the Note has caused increased resent- 
ment both in Government circles and 
among the general public.

FUND-RAISING IN FRANCE 
Financial Independence in Sight

PARIS 
The Fonds Social Juif Unifié 
(F.S.J.U.), the central fund-raising 


organisation for French Jewry s com- 
munal needs, has so far this year col- 
lected 144,000,000 francs. (about 
£144,000) and expects to reach a total 
of 160.000,000 francs for 1952, as 
against only 95,000,000 francs for 
1951. 

When this year’s campaign was 
inaugurated, Baron Guy de Rothschild, 
the President of the F.S.J.U., issued a 
warning that the organisation would have 
to. be disbanded if it failed to raise at 
least 120,000,000 francs. The future of 
the organisation, now in its third year, 
is, however, assured, and there is every 
prospect that by 1955 French Jewry, 
which, since the end of the war, 
leaned heavily on the American Joint 
Distribution’ Committee, will become 
financially independent. 

The total annual needs for communal, 
social, and welfare | activities . are 
1,000,000,000 francs, of which two-thirds 
are derived from French State subsidies 
and the income of Jewish organisations,

professions at the Government schools 
in Versailles.

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CHANUCAH 


TOGETHER with the Sabbath candles this 
evening we shall kindle in the Menorah the 
first of the lights to inaugurate the eight- 
day Festival of Chanucah. The number of 
lights will, as we know, be successively 
increased by one on each consecutive 
evening, while nightly we declare the mean- 
ing of the Festival in the time-honoured 
words: “ We kindle these lights on account 
of the miracles, the deliverances, and the 
wonders which Thou didst work for our 


fathers, by means of Thy holy priests. 
During ail the eight days of Chanucah these 


lights are sacred, neither is it permitted us 
to make any profane use of them; but we 


are only to look at them, in order that we 


may give thanks unto Thy name for Thy 
miracles, Thy  deliverances, 
wonders.” Thus we are reminded of the 
wondrous outcome of the struggle waged 


by the Maccabees in defence of Judaism.. 


Through the Divine goodness, the light of 
true religion was preserved from extinction 
in order that its perpetual radiance might 
illumine the world’s darkness then and in 


the future. The undying message of this 


ancient deliverance is proclaimed in. the 
special Lesson from the Prophets appointed 
to be read in synagogue to-morrow: “ Not 
by might, nor by power, but by My spirit, 


saith the Lord of hosts.” 


The epoch-making struggle of the Jewish 


people for religious freedom over twenty- 


one centuries ago stands for all time as one 


of the decisive events in human history. Its 


details have been splendidly described in the 


inspiring Books of the Maccabees. In answer. 


to the pagan totalitarianism which the tyrant 
sought to impose, the Jewish leader uttered 
this challenge: ‘* Though all the nations that 
are under the king’s dominion obey him, and 
fall away every one from the religion of 
their fathers, yet will | and my sons and 
my brethren walk in the covenant of our 
fathers.” Such was the spirit in which the 
Maccabees dared to resist the forces of evil. 
And after the great deliverance, three years 
later, the people of Jerusalem and all Judea 
addressed an historic letter to their brethren 
in the Diaspora: “ Therefore whereas we 
are now purposed to keep the purification 
of the Temple upon the five-and-twentieth 
day of the month Kislev, we thought it 
necessary to certify you thereof, that ye 
might also keep the feast. . . . Whereas we 


_ then are about to celebrate the purification, 


we have wriften unto you, and ye shall do 
well, if ye keep the same days. We hope, 
also, that the God that delivered all His 
people, and gave them all an heritage, and 
the kingdom, and the priesthood, and the 
sanctuary, as He promised in the Law, will 
shortly have mercy upon us, and gather us 
together out of every land under heaven 


-unto the holy place: for He has Glivered 


us out of great troubles, and hath purified 
the place.” 


This account of the original institution of 
the Festival is full of meaning for our own 
day and generation. Recent happenings in 
several parts of the world show that the 
sinister forces of totalitarian tyranny are 
again seeking to destroy the Jewish religious 
heritage and to pervert the moral and 
spiritual values of mankind. In this time of 
gathering darkness for Jewry and the world, 
wherever the lights of Chanucah still shine 
they shed.a. beacon of hope for all lovers of 
truth and freedom. From the new-born 
State of Israel—where the Festival of Lights 
is celebrated with such wholehearted rejoic- 
ing-—a message of comfort and good cheer 
again confirms us in our faith. More than 
ever do we feel impelled to kindle anew 
the holy lamps which signify our rededica- 
tion to the cause of righteousness and 
salvation. 

The designation of Sunday next, the 
second day of Chanucah, as Jewish Child’s 
Day serves to underline a_ particularly 
significant aspect of the Festival. It was the 


and. Thy. 


devotion of a united family to their ancestral 
faith which brought renown to the name of 
the Maccabees. In modern times the link- 
ing of the generations in the domestic 
celebration of the Festival has become a 
distinguishing feature of its observance. It 
was therefore a happy thought to associate 
Jewish Child's Day with this season, and 
since its institution here in 1947 the obser- 
vance of the Day has spread from this 


country throughout the world. Through its 


commemoration the thoughts of the whole 
Jewish community are centred on the para- 
mount needs of the child, while Jewish 
children everywhere are united in a universal 
bond of fellowship. As in previous years, a 
feature of the Day will be the organisation 
by the children themszlves—with the enthu- 
Siastic support of parents and well-wishers— 
of functions to raise funds for children who 
are in need. Half the money collected will 
be devoted to the work of Children and 
Youth Aliyah, while the other half will be 
allocated to organisations which benefit 


Jewish children either in Britain or abroad. — 


Youngsters and grown-ups who forward this 
splendid work will increase the traditional 
joy of the Festival. both for themselves an 
for others. 


PRESIDENT BEN-ZVI 


THE congratulations and good wishes of 


Jews everywhere are sincerely offered to Mr. 
ITZHAK BEN-Zvi on the tremendous honour 
—and equally tremendous responsibility— 
that has fallen to him in his election as 
President of Israel. Although by number he 
is the second President, he is in effect the first 
if election by contest in a settled State is the 
criterion. . In the convulsive events of. the 
birth of Israel, it was. natural for Dr. Weiz- 
MANN, the undisputed leader for so long of 
the Movement out of which the State arose, 
to be called to that post, but the regular 
course of democratic events meant that fature 
candidates for the Presidency would have to 
face the ballot. After receiving the nomina- 
tion of Mapai, the election of Mr. BEN-ZvI 
was to be regarded as likely. But, apart from 
the contest within the party, the fact that three 
ballots were necessary and that on the third 
the minority candidate received 40 votes as 
against the victor’s 62 makes it clear that 
there was no “inevitable” successor to Dr. 
WEIZMANN. We have no doubt, however, 
that the new President, now that he is in 


office, will be accorded the unqualified sup- 


port of all sections of his people. The diffi- 
culties of Mr. BEN-ZvI'S_ position § are 
enhanced by the fact that he succeeds a leader 
of exceptional eminence and world renown. 
There could be no candidate available who 
was as widely known as Dr. WEIZMANN, 
though Mr. BEN-Zvi's name will long have 
been familiar to those who have watched the 
development of Zionism, especially through 
the services he rendered during the Man- 
datory régime as President of the Vaad 
Leumi (National Council of Palestinian 
Jews), a service which entitles him to be 
regarded as one of the Fathers of the State 
of Israel. 


But Mr. BEN-Zvi's election is of interest 
apart from any comparison of personalities, 
for it seems to mark a transition stage in the 
history of the new State. ‘The first President 
was a Diaspora Jew whose leadership of the 
Zionist Movement made him a world figure 


but he did not continuously maintain his» 


domicile within the boundaries of the 
State of Israel until he became its Presi- 
dent. The second grew to manhood in 
the Diaspora, and doubtless it retains a place 
in his memories, but he settled in Palestine 
as far back as 1907, and it was in its domestic 


affairs that lay his best-known sphere of 


activities. The change is a perfectly natural 
one, and it may herald a time when the 
leaders of the State of Israel will be entirely 
cut off from first-hand experience of the 
Diaspora. That they should be born within 
its territory is only to be expected as the 
State grows up. But that circumstance carries 


within it the possibility of a rift with the 


Diaspora and raises the question of the per- 
petuation of the relations between the two 
sections of Jewry. There are a number of 
tendencies inside the State of Israel which 
make it uflreasonable summarily to dismiss 
the problem as an impossibility or to refuse 
to envisage a division even in the long-distant 
future in the Jewish world. However, the 
parting of the ways has not yet come about, 
and the problem is one for whach a solution 
can and must still be sought. Perhaps some 
tradition, yet to be evolved, will be worked 
out in which a President of Israel can use his 
undoubted influence. towards this end, 


YOUTH CLUBS 
CONFERENCES arranged by the Association 
for Jewish Youth during the last two week- 
ends have discussed some of the funda- 
mental problems confronting the movement 
at the present time. The earlier conference, 
held in conjunction with the Social Service 


Section of the West London Synagogue, was. 


in the nature of a “stocktaking” and was 
attended by the representatives of clubs in 
London and the Home Counties. It was 
reported that moderate success had attended 
the experiment which was started aboui 
a year ago to recruit and train leaders. But 
if other congregations would display a like 
initiative and follow the example of the 
West London Synagogue, far more young 
men and women might be 
their responsibilities and encouraged to 
participate in this work. As was rightly 
emphasised, this is essentially a sphere of 
religious activity, as so-called Jewish clubs 
are a contradiction in terms if they neglect 
to inspire their members with a sense of 
their Jewish religious and cultural heritage. 
In this matter of the recruitment of leaders, 
therefore, the synagogues have a direct and 
inescapable concern. Other vital issues were 
debated at the annual conference of the 
Members’ Council of the A.J.Y., held last 
week-end. Here it was the relationship of 
the club to the family which chiefly came 
under discussion. General social changes 
have unfortunately led to a weakening of 
family life, and the effects of this cannot 
but be deplorable in the case of the Jewish 
community. The religious influences which 
once centred in the Jewish home have no 
longer the same validity. If the younger 
generation are not to remain ignorant of 
their religious and cultural traditions, some 


-of the educational functions which formerly 


belonged to the home must now devolve 
upon the club. Again, however, the club 
cannot fulfil its duty without a continuous 
intake of leaders who possess the requisite 
qualities of character and knowledge. 


NEW AND OLD | 
AS was recorded in a recent excerpt 
under ‘the heading of “ The J.C. 100 Years 


Ago,” just a century has passed since the 
Bevis Marks Congregation agreed to the 


— establishment of a Branch Synagogue in Lon- 


don’s West End (to-day located at Lauderdale 
Road). This marked a fundamental change, 
as the establishment of another synagogue 
within six miles of Bevis Marks was con- 
trary to the basic law of the Sefardi Com- 


munity as rigidly laid down in Ascama No. 1., 


It was this question of locale—together with 
the desire for a reformed ritual—which had 
been an important factor in the foundation 
of the West London Synagogue of British 
Jews a decade earlier. Of the 24 founder- 
members of the West London (Reform) 
Synagogue, 18 had belonged to Bevis Marks, 
and this provenance was reflected in the 
retention of the Sefardi pronunciation and 
of certain Sefardi characteristics in the first 
Reform Prayer Book. Six revised editions 
of the Reform Prayer Book have since been 
issued, the last appearing in 1931, all of 
them being edited by the successive Ministers 
of the West London Synagogue (now housed 
in Berkeley Street). Recently two Supple- 
ments to this Prayer Book have been 
published, which—reflecting contemporary 
changes in the composition of the Reform 
community—have now been edited by the 
Ministers of the Association of Synagogues 
in Great Britain. It is noteworthy that these 
Supplements introduce both some Ashkenazi 
elements and certain Orthodox features 
hitherto absent. Particularly interesting is 
the restoration (alongside of the nineteenth- 
century Hebrew version) of the traditional 
Aramaic Kaddish. lt appears, however, that 
no Prayer for the State of Israel has yet met 
with the approval of the Reform Ministry. 
A few weeks ago an ecclesiastical ceremony 
of considerable significance was held, when 
Rabbi Leo Barck and two rabbinical 
colleagues solemnly bestowed the Hattarat 
Hora’ah upon the Rev. CHARLES BERG, of 
Bournemouth. The newlV¥ ordained rabbi 
then expressed the hope that this ceremony, 
which, he said, marked the first rabbinical 


ordination in England by any other than 


an Orthodox authority, would be repeated 
many times in days to come. As regards 
Semicha in the Orthodox Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity, the commemoration of the centen- 
ary of the birth of Rabbi Sir HERMANN GoL- 


LANCZ serves to recall that it was due to the . 


struggle carried on by him and his brother, 
Sir Israe_, that a Rabbinical Diploma 
examination sanctioned by the Chief Rab- 
binate was instituted at Jews’ College just 
half a century ago.

Equality by Statute : Legal Controls 
over Discrimmation.

In the United States the presence of 
20,000,000 coloured persons, 5,000,000 
Jews and a very large number of 


immigrants of many nationalities con-_ 


stitutes a continuous and urgent 
minority problem, which has had its 
impact there not least in the field of 
labour. In this interesting and valuable 
book Dr. Berger traces out the history 
and legal status of minorities in. the 
U.S.A. since 1865, and contends that it 
is possible to legislate against prejudice 
and control employment discrimina- 
He has an especially important 
and valuable chapter on the New York 
Law against discrimination, in which, 
while appreciating the difficulties of 
its administration, he nevertheless 
makes a Very strong case for regarding 
it as efficacious in achieving its objec- 
tive. 

The final chapter is devoted to an 
examination of evidence from socio- 
logy, social psychology, and psycho- 
analysis, from which learned 
author deduces the thesis that law 
can affect our acts, and, through them, 


our beliefs. The introduction is of 
real importance, coming as it does 
from an outstanding authority. It is 


interesting to note that the American - 


Jewish Committee made the publica- 
tion of this book possible. This is by 
ho means the first time that this great 
Association has in this way put the 
public-in its debt.

PRESIDENT OF ISRAEL 


ROM log cabin to White 
House” is the obvious 
: parallel occurring to the 
minds of the Israelis as they wel- 
come the inauguration of their 
Second President, Mr. Itzhak Ben- 
Zvi, this week. The parallel is 
good up to a point, but it fails to 
take into account the fact that, 
unlike America’s 19th-century Presi- 
dent John A. Garfield, Ben-Zvi has. 
almost all the years he has dwelt in 
Jerusalem, lived with his family by 
choice in a wooden hut in Ibn 
Gabirol Street and did not enlarge 
his home in line -with his status, 


except very recently to move into 
a small flat. 


Perhaps, therefore, to this tall—he 
overtops the six-foot mark—loose- 
limbed, homely looking man, the 
greatest impact that the Presidency 
will make on him will be the transi- 
tion to the large and beautiful house 
that the Government of Israel. has 
acquired as the President's official 
residence. 


For most Israelis, Itzhak Ben-Zvi's 
life symbolises the development from 
the primitive, pioneering days of the 
Yishuv early this century to the 
present grand achievement of State- 
hood. There is much warrant for this’ 
in his career. He was born in Poltava. 
Ukraine, in 1884, the. son of Zvi 
Shimshilewitz, a Maskil who was a 
member of the Chovevei Zion. 
Shimshilewitz divided his time between 
flour-milling and propagating Zionism, 
but after the’ Ukrainian pogroms 
against the Jews in 1905 he helped 


so vigorously to organise Jewish self-. 


defence (an example that his son 
Itzhak followed a few years later in 


another place) as to achieve a ten-. 


vear exile, together with a daughter, 


_by a straw mat. 


in Siberia, after arrest by the Tsarist 
police. When the turmoil of the 
Revolution released them in 1917, they 
immediately went to Palestine. 
Itzhak, however, who had interrupted 
his scientific studies at Kiev University 
also to propagate Zionism, escaped to 
Palestine, which he reached, at the 
age Of 23, in 1907. It was not. how- 
ever, the first time he had been there. 
He had visited it in 1904, and in the 
following year had taken part in form- 
ing the Labour Zionist Movement first 
in the Ukraine and then in all Russia. 
Even on his way to Palestine in 1907 
he stopped in Switzerland and Ger- 
many to help to form Labour Zionist 
Organisations in those countries. 


* * 


Settling first in Jaffa, he took up 
his abode in a little room in an attic. 
where the furniture was made of pack- 
ing cases and the floor was covered 
From this room was, 
incidentally, published clandestinely, 
on a hand press, a Labour journal 
banned by the Turks. In this room 
one day, Simchat Torah, 1907, a 
dozen men met at the invitation of 


their host. Among them they bore 
names which have since become 
legendary in the Yishuv: Ezekiel 


Hankin, Israel Giladi, Mendele Por- 
tugali: and the purpose of their meet- 
ing was to. organise armed selt- 
defence for the Jewish settlers against 
the attacks and depredations of Arabs. 
The Poale Zion of Palestine—whose 
numbers, on paper, were then 350-— 
had just held a conference, and the 
question of the training of armed 
watchmen had been debated by the 
leading members. 

Ben-Zvi was appointed to teach the 
vouth the ideals of the new move- 
ment, whose first “unit” was named 
Bar Geiora, after the historic Jewish 
hero who was the last defender of 
Jerusalem. The progression from the 
new Bar Geiora is now itself: his- 


toric: Bar Geiora into Hashomer into 
Hagana into Israeli Army. 

In 1908 Ben-Zvji moved to Jeru- 
salem, after helping to found the 
world movement for Labour Zionism, 
which later became known as Mapai. 
and he tounded a branch, too, in the 
Holy City. While still engaged in 
work for Hashomer, he met a young 
woman named Rachel Yanait, who 
had, after taking a degree in agri- 
culture at a German university, gone 


to Palestine and thrown herself whole- 


heartediy into the defence movement. 
They were soon married. In 1909 
they went on foot to the settlement of 
Sejera for Passover. Sejera had been 
established by Hashomer, and among 
ihe labourers who welcomed them 
was a David Green. His career-— 
he hebraised his name to Ben-Gurion 
——thenceforward marched together 
with that of Ben-Zvi. 
* * 

Together, Ben-Zvi and Ben-Gurion 

studied law at Istanbul University; to- 


gether they returned to Palestine dur- 
ing the First World War. They were 


both exiled from the country by the . 


Turkish commander, Jamal Pasha, and 
went to the U.S.A., via Egypt. In 
America they pursued their work for 
Labour Zionism, but ‘they both 
returned to Palestine, when the Jewish 
Legion was formed, as volunteer 
privates of the British Army, inthe 
40th (Jewish) Battalion of the Royal 
Fusiliers. 


Both helped to establish the General. 


Assembly (Asefat Hanivcharim) and 
the National Council ¢*Vaad Leumi), 
the governing bodies of the Jews of 
Palestine under the Mandate, and the 
General Federation of Labour (the 
Histadrut). combining and consoli- 
dating all the Socialist forces in the 
country. 


When the first British High Com- - 


missioner for Palestine, Sir Herbert 
Samuel. formed an Advisory Council, 


Ben-Zvi was the inevitable choice as 
the representative of Jewish Labour 
He resigned a year later, in May, 1924, 
in protest against the reduction of 
Jewish immigration, inflicted’ because 
of riots of which the Jews were, 
according to them falsely, accused. 
He was a member of the Presidium 


of the Vaad Leumi: from its inception, 


and was its President from 1941 to 
1948, when it gave way to the forma- 
tion of the Provisional State Council, 
of which Ben-Gurion made him a 
member, till this, in turn, was super- 
seded by the first democratically 
elected Knesset of the new State. He 
was elected a member of both the 
first and second Knessets. 


For his services to Palestine, Britain 
awarded him the M.B.E., and he was 
the Yishuv’s official representative at 
the Coronation jn London of King 
George VI in 1937. 

World Zionist politics have 
interested him but little. His main 
concern has been with the organisa- 
tion of the Yishuv, the building up of 
its institutions, and, as a hobby, the 
early history of Palestine, particularly 
iis ancient populations. Before long 
he came to be regarded as one of the | 
foremost Orientalists, an expert on 
the Arabs, and an authority on the 
Samaritans (about whom he has pub- 
lished a number of articles and a 
book). is, indeed, intensely 
interested im the subject of minority 
groups. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ben-Zvi had two sons; 
one was killed during thé Arab war 
against Israel. | 

Simple, unassuming Itzhak Ben-Zvi, 
who in the army refused to aspire to 
higher rank than a private, has, how- 
ever, been called by circumstance to 
the highest rank in Israel. He was 
Mapai’s natural choice for President. 
And among those, no doubt, most 
proud to see him installed, as he sat 
in the special place provided for him 
in the. Knesset. was his father, Zvi 
Shimshi, who: will be 90 years old 
to-morrow.

N the course of Jewish history 

antisemitism has shown itself in 

two forms: (i) hostility towards 
the Jews-—that is, the nation, race, 
or body of the Jewish people, and 
(ii) hostility towards Judaism—that 
is, the Torah, religion, or spirit of 
the Jewish people. 


Although these two forms often 
existed side by side, one form was 
nearly always predominant. The 


characte: .:tic distinction between them 
is that while the first type appears as 
an unqualified opposition to the wel- 
fare and existence of the Jewish 
people, the second type is ready to 
allow the Jews to live on condition 


that they give up their religion and- 


way of life. 
The Nazi Attitude 
Thus the manifold persecutions of 


Rome were mainly of type (1). but 
those of the Mosque and Church were 


nearly always of type (i). The Nazis 
made difference whatsoever 
between religious and. non-religious 


Jews. demanding the extinction of all 
belonging to the Jewish people by) 
birth. 

On the other hand, the Russian 
persecutions were directed, not against 
the Jews as such, but against Juda'sm: 
in the time of the Tsars, in order to 
convert the Jews to the Greek Ortho- 
dox. Church, and after the Revo!lu- 
tion in order to convert them to Com- 
munistic atheism (although the 
latter instance they were just one o! 
the several religions treated in-~ the 
same way). 

The leaders of ancient Israe! fixed 
iwo Festivals which represent deliver- 
ance from these two forms of anti- 
semitism: Purim and Chanucah. The 
prayer recited at the former Festival 
runs: “ When the wicked Haman... 
sought to destroy, to slay and make 
perish all the Jews, both young and

old, little children and women. .. then 


didst Thou bring his counsel: to 
nought.” During Chanucah_ one 


“In the days of the Hasmonean .. . 
when the miquitous power of Greece rose 
up against Thy people Israel to make 
them forgetful of Thy Torah, and to 
force them to transgress the Statutes of 
Thy will, then didst Thou deliver the 
strong into the hands of the weak . . . the 
impure into the hands of the pure, ihe 
wicked into the hands of the righteous. 
... —(Singer’s Prayer Book, page 42.) 
It can be seen quite clearly 
Purim represents the deliverance from 
the first type of antisemitism in the 
time of Ahasuerus, and Chanucah 
from the second type in the days of 
Antiochus (cf. essay by M. L. Isaacs 
in “ Israel of ,To-morrow,” ed. Jung). 
It will also be noticed that..while 
the deliverance celebrated on- Purim 
came without any active human inter- 
vention, that celebrated on Chanucah 
came through the courageous battles 
of the Maccabees. This is an _ his- 
torical illustration of the saying of 
the rabbis, “Everything 1s in- the 
hands of God except the fear of God 
(i.e... matters of morality the 
spirit). (Talmud Babli, Berachot, 
33b.)  When.the persecutions were 
directed against the body of the Jewish 
people the deliverance came from God 
alone; but when it was directed 
against the spirit of the Jewish people 
then “ God helped those who helped 
themselves” (Rabbi Dessiler). 


Different from Purim | 


This distinction between Purim and 
Chanucah is also apparent in the:r 
method of celebration. Purim is a 
festival of thanksgiving fo: the 
deliverance of the body of the Jewish 
people, therefore there is a Mitzvah 
of having a _ festive meal, giving 
presents of food to friends, and seeing 
to the material needs of the poor. The 
Mitzvot of Chanucah are, however, 
the saving of Hallel—spiritual thanks- 
giving—and the increased study of the 
Torah. (Lebush, Orach Chayim, 670. 
Siach Sarfei Kodesh, ii, 46, in the 
name of the Gerer Rabbi.) . 

Chanucah is seen to represent this 
survival of the Jewish spirit especially 
in its gaain feature, the kindling of the 
B. te of the Menorah. This is based 


that. 


upon the following account given in 
the Talmud: 

“ What is Chanucah? Our Rabbis 
said . . ... When the Grecians entered 
the Temple, they made all the oi impure. 
When the Hasmoneans were victorious 
they found .only one jar of oil which 
had the seal of the High Priest on it, 
and it contained only enough oil to keep 
the lamp burning for one day. A miracle 
occurred and the oi! burni for eight days 
(by that time they had prepared fresh 
pure (Babli, Shabbat 21b.) 


The . source. books (Josephus, 
Antiquities xl, 5. of Macca- 
bees I, i: 11, iv) tell us that many. 


Jews were assimilating to the Hellenis- 
tic cults and culture, and were no 
longer living according to the precepts 
of the Torah. Soon Gentile forces 
entered the land to help them in their 
drive towards ass milation, It seemed 
almost that true Jewish culture and 
religion would be swept away by the 
mighty stream of Helien'sm which 
swamped the rest of the world. But 
there was (one courageous man, 
Mattathias the Priest. who arose with 
his family and p-oclaimed: “ Even if 


all the nations should listen to Anti- . 


ochus. and each one shou'd fall away 
from the laws of his fathers. vet will 
1 and my scons and my brothers not 
fall away from the covenant of our 
fathers.” (Book of Maccabees lI. 11.) 
Their valiant. princip'es ganed sup- 
porters, and they saved Judaism. 


Miracle of the Ligits 


~ This revival of the Jewish spirit 


was expressed in symbolic form by the 
mi-acle of the lights: mearly all the 
spiritual powers ‘o01) which should 
have nourished the true Jewish teach- 
ings and cu.ture (the lamp in ‘the 
Temple of God) had fallen away to 
heathenism (impurity); but the light 
burning in one courageous and faith- 
ful heart. which still had the priestly 
seal of purity stamped upon it. sufficed 
to light up the entire Holy Place and 
save the edifice of Judaism. From 
one light were all the other lights 
kindled. (Light its universal 
metaphor for the spirit. “For the 
commandment is a lamp. and the 
teaching is light.’ Prov. vi, 23, and 
throughout the Bible. Goethe's last 
words: “Mehr Licht.” “Life is the 


lust for the light of the Jamp that is 


dark till the dawn of the day that we 


die ”--Swinburne.) 

When we kindle the lights of the 
Menorah, we should do so with the 
consciousness of the symbolic mean- 
ing: that. however dark the world in 
which we live may be, as long as there 
is a single spark of the pure spirit of 
the Torah left, this may suffice to 
kindle another light, a third, and a 
fourth . . . and an eighth, until the 
whole of Israel and ultimately the 
whole world is illummated by the 
teachings of God. (cf. S. R. Hirsch, 
Choreb 34, and Essays.) © 

According to the account given 
above, the Hasmoneans found enough 
oil for one day: so the miracle itself 
lasted only seven days. Therefore, 
why do we keep eight days of 
Chanucah ? (cf. Beth Yossef, 670.) 


Hasmoneans’ Faith 
A modern Jewish thinker (Breuer. 
Nachaliel [1951], page 282) answers as 
follows: 

"When the Hasmoneans found the 
oil. they did not say “It 1s no use 
kindling it, since it will in any case 
not last the eight days we need unui 
we have prepared fresh oi.” They 
did not say, “ What hope ts there that 
our Torah-spirit will be victorious, 
since we are so few against the great 
mass of Jews and non-Jews who are 
taking Israel away from the life of the 
Torah.” They dd not give up hope, 
for they knew that “not by strength 
and not by might but by My spirit, 
saith the Lord ” (Zechariah. iv, 6), and 
the light that burnt in their breasts [it 
up the whole Jewish peopie and saved 
them from extinction. | 

The jesson of Chanucah 1s, then, 
that we should become conscious of 
the importance of the Jewish spirit, 
the Tovah, which, through the courage 
of the Hasmoneans, survived the 
Hellenistic onslaught, and it is our 
duty to see that it survives the onslaught 
of all currents that seek to. destroy it. 
The most significant lesson is—-as the 
Talmud puts it, “the action of 
kindling is the most important part 
of the Mitzvah” (Talmud Babii, 
Shabbat, 23a}—that we must not give 
up hope, but must go on proclaiming 
the teachings of the Torah despite the 
seeming darkness of the future. 
the miracle of the courageous spirit @ 
that burnt in the boeasts of the Mac- @@ 
cabees that we must think of wheng 
kindling the light on the first day.

Liverpool Discussion

LIVERPOOL 

The view that-only by a degree of 
complete unity between the various 
teaching agencies in the community,

MANCHESTER JEWS’ 
SCHOOL 


“Intolerance” and a 
Chanucah Party 


To the Editor of THe JewtsH CHRONICLE 


Sir.—During the past 15 years it has 
been my privilege and pleasure to give 
a Chanucah party for the kiddies of 
the Manchester Jews’ School. In the 
main the functions were arranged and 
made possible with the co-operation 
of one of the mistresses and the minis- 
ter of the Congregation of British Jews 
in this city. 

Your readers may know that our syna- 
gogue is progressive and, incidentally, 
it iS the largest single Hebrew congrega- 
tion Manchester. 

Rabbi Goldberg, our minister, has 
atiended the party and addressed the 
children ever since he came to Manches- 
ter, but this year I am informed that 
he may no longer be invited. Apparently 
his presence would prejudice the status of 
the now “ rationalised Orthodox” Jews’ 
School. It is an unhappy thought that 
the tolerance we so dearly cherish from 
our Gentile neighbours is not manifest in 
our own people. Your readers should 
know that but for the members of the 
Congregation of British Jews the Man- 


chester Jews’ School might not have 
existed, 
Such names as Behrens, Bauer,  Bles, 


Franklin, Frischman, Henriques, Micholls, 
Hesse, Simon, and Strauss, who directed 
ihe institution should be remembered by 
those now tn control. They should pa! 
forget that the Rev. Lawrence Mark 
Simmons actually conducted Sabbath 
evening services at the school over 50 
years ago and he was their Hebrew 
examiner. In later days the late Rev. 
_ Harry Lewis, who conducted my own 
Barmitzvah, acted in like capacity. 

it may also be of interest that 96 
years ago a party of 140 children from 
the Manchesier Jews’ School attended the 
foundation-stone ceremony at Park Place 
and thus demonstrated their appreciation 
of the members of the Congregation of 
British Jews, who contributed to. their 
welfare. 

We do not appear to have progressed 
in a century, or is it, perhaps, that 
chauvinism and dictatorship are raising 
their ugly heads in this erstwhile liberal 
community ?

HEBREW COURSE IN ISRAEL 


Designed for Immigrants from 
English-Speaking Countries 
To the Editor of THe JEwisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,-Some three months ago an 
announcement was made of the plans 
for a new improved type of Ulpan 
(Intensive Residential Hebrew Course 
in Israel), to be. held in kibbutzim. 

. These new courses are called * Anglo- 
Saxon Kibbutz Ulpanim” and are in 
fact of an improved standard, designed 
suit people coming from the 
Saxon. countries. 

We can now report that the first course 
which began at Ma’ale haHamisha, in the 
Judean. Hills, is well under way and is 
even exceeding expectations as regards 
efficacy and popularity. The enrolment 
list had to be closed one month before 
the date of starting, because all places 
were filled. There was an opening cere- 
mony in October, addressed by ; 
Nahum Goldmann and Dr. Josephthal, 
and there has since been a visit to the 
Ulpan from Mr. Moshe Sharett, 
spoke to the participants individually. 
Participants do not pay any fee for this 
course, but work half the day on the 
kibbutz, studying under _ first-class 
teachers for the other half-day. Attend- 
ing this six-month course 
obligation on the part of the student. 
Although primarily for integrat- 
ing settlers e course iS open also to 
persons who do not mean to settle per- 
manently in Israel. 

A second course on the same lines has 
now been fixed for February 1, 1953, and 
is to take place at the kibbutz of 
Shfayim, on the Mediterranean coast, 
just north of Herzliya. Later, in the 
summer, a further course will be held 
at Ma‘ale haHamisha. 

The organising authorities in Israel are 
keen to avoid disappointing applicants 
for these coming courses and wish to 
plan to accommodate as many as wish 
to come from this country. They have 
accordingly asked me to try to cutimane 
the number of people from this country 
who will want to take part.

THE BELSEN MEMORIAL 


Dr. Goldmann’s Statement 
at Dedication 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir.—-On November 30 there took | 
place on the site of the former Belsen . 


concentration camp a dedication of a 
new memorial to the tens of thousands 
of Jews who perished there. It was 
Organised by the Government of 
Lower Saxony, which also sent out 
most of the invitations (others were 
invited by the British Land Commis- 
sioner for that area, Mr. Malcolm 
Henderson). Dr. Nahum Goldmann, 
the President of the Jewish World 
Congress, was among the principal 
speakers. 

There can be a difference of opinion 
as to whether the World Jewish Con- 
gress, which was represented by a whole 
delegation, should have taken part in 
this particular ceremony, together with 
German representatives. However, some 
passages in Dr. Goldmann’s — speech 
Should not go unchallenged. A _ leading 
German democratic daily, the Munich 
SUDDEUTSCHE ZEITUNG, of December 1, 
described it as “ remarkably concilia- 
tory ” and has quoted him as having said 
something which sounded unbelievable. 
It seemed so incredible -at first |that I 
decided to wait for the full text \of. his 
speech. And there it’ was: Dr. Gold- 
mann said that “* with this memorial we 
bring to a final conclusion the period of 


the concentration camps ”’ (German text: 


“Mit der Enthillung dieses Denkmals 
Setzen wir einen endgiltigen Schlusstrich 
unter die Periode der Konzentrations- 
lager 

** We ” is supposedly the Jewish people, 


as Dr. Goldmann found it necessary to 
Stress that he was speaking as its repre- 
sentative, But one may ask: who gave 
him the right to make such a sweeping 
statement on behalf of the Jewish 
people ? (True, in the latter part of his 
speech, Dr. Goldmann also said that “ we 
will never forget the dead,’ but it was 
his first statement that was considered as 
the leading motive.) 


| should also add that, as a contrast, 


the message from the American Jewish 
Committee was dignified. It stressed that 
“the memorial should serve for Ger- 
many as a perpetual reminder.” 

In this connection it may also be 
appropriate to remind the readers of a 
letter published recently in your issue of 
November 7, signed by Mr. Paul Granby. 
Following his visit to the memorial site 
of the Belsen concentration camp he 
wrote: “... . Near by ts-a special Jewish 
memorial stone pillar, and it was a severe 
shock. to notice how neglected 
uncared for i has become. . 
proud words, ‘ World Jewry Shall Never 
Forget, seem nothing but a cruel 
mockery. . . . Is it impossible to make 
certain that this place, -where untold 
thousands of Jewish men, women, and 
children suffered) agonies and death 
merely because they were Jewish, will be 
maintained and kept in proper dignity ?”’ 

Actually it is the duty of the ae 
to see to it that the site of the former 
concentration camp is kept in proper 
dignity. However, it seems that they 
prefer to dedicate new memorials because 
it is of propaganda value, as was this 
one. But must we go all out to help 
them in this and thereby forsake our own 


dignity ? :

Speaking on “Toynbee Hall and 
the Jewish Community” at the New 
West. End Synagogue Communal 
Centre, St. Petersburgh Place, W., last 
week, J;. J.. Mallon, C.H., J.P., 
referred to his association with Jewish 
immigrants who had found a new 
home in the East End of London after. 
fleeing from persecution in Russia at 
the end of the last century. 

He spoke of his activities on behalf 
of the Anti-Sweating League and his work 
for Toynbee Hall, of which he became 
a Warden in 1919, In the course of this 
work, he said, he continuously developed 
his relationship with Jews, for whose 
intellectual and human qualities he 
expressed admiration, 

There had been much “ foolish” anti- 
semitism. in. the East. End, he went on, 
because of the subdivisional. system 
in tailoring which the Jewish immigrant 
workers had introduced. Because of this, 
Jews had been misjudged, although the 


new system had really been their “ gift’: 


to England and had greatly improved 
trade. 

Dr. Mallon related how he had suc-

for toleration, friendliness, and good

More Nurses Needed 


An appeal to Jewish women to join 
the London Jewish Hospital either as 
trained staff or as student nurses is 
made on behalf of the hospital.

POTATO LATKES FOR CHANUCAH 


Grated raw potato, | pt.; selfratsing 
flour, 2 tablespoonfuls ; 2 eggs, salt and 
pepper. 

PEEL the poagos and soak in cold 
water for half an hour; then graie them 
and drain off the liquid, Add the flour 
and the well-beaten eggs and season with 
salt and pepper. Melt a lutle fat in a 
frying pan and drop in the mixture in 
spoonfuls. When brown on one side turn 
and brown the other, 

Variations: (1) Serve with grated 
cheese; (2) Flavour with grated onion ; 
(3) Omit eggs and simply add sufficient 


flour to bind. 6 
Cake Icings 
ROLL icing sugar with a rolling pin, 
then put it through a fine sieve. If only 


the top of the cake is to be iced, pin a 
stiff band of white paper round the cake 
so that it comes a little above the top 
and remove after the icing has set. 


Royal Icing 
Icing sugar, 1 Ib.; whites of 2 eggs; 
lemon juice, | teaspoonful. 

Put the sieved icing sugar in a bowl, 
add the slightly beaten egg whites and 
the lemon juice. Beat vigorously with a 
wooden spoon till the king is very 
smooth—about 10 minutes. If a layer of 
almond paste is being put on the cake, 
do this the day before. icing. 

Place the cake on a plate that has becn 
turned upside down, pour over the icing, 
then with a knife dipped in hot water, 
spread the icing evenly. If any decora- 


tions are being used. press these into 


position before the icing is set. When 
it is set decorate with icing forcers. 

To keep the icing for dedoration., 
scrape down from the sides of the basin 
and cover the bowl with a folded cloth 
wrung out in cold water, and place a 
plate on the top. 


Glacgé Icing 

Put 4 |b. of sieved icing sugar into’-a 
small saucepan, add 2 tablespoonfuls of 
warm water and mix thoroughly. Add 
flavouring (lemon juice, vanilla, or 
almond essence). 
gentle heat ull just warm. It should be 
thick enough to coat the back of the 
spoon. If too thin add more sugar. or 
more water if too thick. Use at once. 


Almond Paste 


Ground almonds, 8 0z.; icing sugar, 
4 oz.; castor sugar, 4 oz.; lemon juice. 
2 teaspoonfuls; a few drops almond 
essence; one egg. 

Mix all the ingredients, then knead to 
a soft pliable dough. . Dust the board 


with icing sugar and roll out the paste — 


to fit the top of the cake. Press on 
evenly and leave for a day or two before 
covering with royal icing.

T einnvcah is the first night of 


Chanucah, so let me begin by. 


wishing you a very happy cele- 
bration. You have all heard the story 
of the gallant fight of the Jews against 
heir enemies the Greco-Syrians, and 
jam certain there is not one of you 
who does not feel a thrill of pride on 
hearing how Mattathias, the priest of 
Modin, raised the banner of revolt 
against the tyrant. 
Mattathias declared: “ Though all 
he nations that are under the king's 
jominions obey him and fall away 
from the religion of their fathers, 
vet will I and my sons and = my 
brethren walk in the covenant of cur 
fathers.’ That was his answer when 
the king’s messengers offered him 
honours and wealth if the decrees of 
Antiochus were obeyed. Then 
Mattathias proclaimed in the city: 
“Whosoever is zealous for the Law 
and keepeth the covenant, let him 
follow. me.” 
That cry started the movement for 
the preservation of Judaism. The 
Maccabeans realised) what the pro- 


phets had always taught: that it: is_ 


by law, by discipline, that human life 
must be governed ; that, in the end, 
not might and not power would pre- 
vail in the world, but the word of the 
Lord. 

It was, at first, only a small party 
that rallied to Mattathias. The masses 
of the people had meekly given in to 
the conditions imposed by: Antiochus. 
Many were attracted by the luxury and 
splendour of the Greeks and thought 
that they would obtain good posts in 
the new state. Others were afraid 
to disobey as they feared the penalties 
that would result. 


Mattathias applied himself to the |

settled—the question of Sabbath. He 
realised that if the war was to be 
carried On with any prospect of suc- 
cess, there could be no stopping on 
Sabbath. He called a Council, which 
was attended by his five sons and by 
others who held command in the army. 
In the long debate some stubbornly 
Maintained that “in the Torah it savs: 
‘Thou shalt keep holy the Sabbath- 
day.” At last Mattathias, who pre- 
sided, delivered his opinion: “ Breth- 
ren, det us take heed that we break not 
the Law while we seem to keep it. 
The Lord hath commanded us so we 
do not work or do our own pleasure, 
but we dare not neglect His work. 
Che heathen hath devoured our inheri- 
tance and we must save our brothers 
and sisters from destruction even if 
it is the Sabbath day. Would we not 
pull an ox or an ass that had fallen 
into a pit on the Sabbath? Even so 
must we drag the Lord’s people from 
the pit that our enemies have digged. 
Listep to my decision, if the enemies 
come upon us on the Sabbath Day 
with God’s help we will beat him 
back, but if it is not necessary we 
will not do so.” 

The decision was generally accepted 
and acted upon, although the 
Chassidim tried their utmost to avoid 
all military action: on the Sabbath.

But little by little, the bond = of 
brotherhood grew among the people. 
The tiny army grew until it conquered 
—"* not by might nor by power, but by 
My Spirit” as the Lord had said. 

Chanucah is sometimes said to be 
a minor feast, but really it should be 
called a major one. It tells the story

beans, the story of courage as shown 
by Hannah and her seven sons. The 
Jews defended the solemn trust. of 
their religion, they honoured _ their 
creed and fought for it. It was not 
xerely a crisis in their own time that 
Mattathias and his sons met, They set 
a standard for the Jews of all ages 
to reply to any temptation that might 
come,“ Yet will I and my sons and 
my. brethren walk in the covenant of 
our fathers.” :

British Firms’ Interest 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Considerable interest jn Israel as a 
market for British. mechanical equip- 
ment is being taken by firms partici- 
pating in*the Smithfield Show and 
Agricultural Machinery Exhibition, 
at Earl's Court, London. 

British manufacturers, I was 
informed, are well aware that Israel’s 
expanding agriculture and its progress 
in irrigation are based on the use of 
mechanical equipment, which has 
made it possible to bring over 
4,000,000 dunams under cultivation. 

The largest exporter of agricultural 
machinery to Israel to-day is Ferguson, 
Lid., which made wide use of the “ gift 
scheme,’ whereby the export of tractors 
and implemenis 1s paid for from moneys 
received here by relatives or ‘friends of 
Israeli settlers, or from funds left behind 
by British emigrants to Israel.

POTATO LATKES FOR CHANUCAH 
Grated raw potato, 1 pt.; selfratsing 


flour, 2 tablespoonfuls ; 2 eggs, salt and 


pepper. 

Peet the potatoes and. soak in cold 
water for half an hour; then graie them 
and drain off the liquid. Add the flour 
and the well-beaten “ees and season with 
salt and pepper. Melt a lutle fat in a 
frying pan and drop in the mixture in 
spoonfuls.

Variations: (1) Serve with grated 
cheese; (2) Flavour with grated onion; 
(3) Omit eggs and simply add sufficient 
flour to bind. 


Cake Icings 
ROLL icing sugar with a a pin, 
then put it through a fine steve. If only 
the top of the cake is to be iced, pin a 
stiff band of white paper round the cake 
so that it comes a little above the top 
and remove after the icing has set. 


Royal Icing 

Icing sugar, 1 Ib.; whites of 2 eggs; 
lemon juice, | teaspoonful. 

Put the sieved icing sugar in a bowl, 
add the slightly beaten egg whites and 
the lemon juice. Beat vigorously with a 
wooden spoon till the King very 
smooth—about 10 minutes. If a layer of 
almond paste is being put on the cake, 
do this the day before icing. 

Piace the cake on a plate that has becn 
turned upside down, pour over the icing. 
then with a knife ~ in hot water, 
spread. the icing evenly. If any decora- 
tions are being used. press these inio 
position before the icing is set. When 
it is set decorate. with acing forcers. 

To keep the icing for decoration, 
scrape down from the sides of the basin 
and .cover the bowl with a folded cloth 
wrung out in cold water, and place: a 
plate on the top. . 


Glacé Icing 

Put 4 lb. of sieved icing sugar into a 
small saucepan, add 2 tablespoonfuls of 
warm water and mix thoroughly. Add 
flavouring (lemon juice, vanilla, or 
almond essence), Then stir over a very 
gentle heat tll just warm. It should be 
thick enough to coat the back of the 
spoon. If too thin add mere sugar, or 
more water if too thick. Use at once. 


Almond Paste 

Ground almonds, 8 oz.; icing sugar, 
4 oz.; castor sugar, 4 0z.: lemon juice. 
2 teaspoonfuls;: a few. drops almond 
essence; one egg. 

Mix all the ingredients, then knead to 
a soft pliable dough. Dust the board 
with icing sugar and roll out the paste 
Press on

O-NIGHT is the first night of 
Chanucah, so let me begin by 
wishing you a very happy cele- 
bration. You have all heard the story 
of the gallant fight of the Jews against 
their enemies the Greco-Syrians, and 
| am certain there is not one of you 
who does not feel a thrill of pride on 
hearing how Mattathias, the priest of 
Modin, raised the banner of revolt 
against the tyrant. 


Mattathias declared: “ Though all 


he nations that are under the king's 
jominions obey him and fall away 
‘om the religion of their fathers, 
vet will I and my sons and my 
brethren walk in the covenant of our 
fathers.” ‘That was his answer when 
the king’s messengers offered him 
honours and wealth if the decrees of 
Antiochus were obeyed. 
Mattathias proclaimed in the city: 
“Whosoever is zealous for the Law 
and keepeth the covenant, let him 
follow me.” 

That cry started the movement for 
the preservation of Judaism. The 
Maccabeans realised what the pro- 
phets had always. taught: that’ it is 
by law, by discipline, that human life 
must be governed ; that, in the end, 
not might and not power would pre- 
vail in the world, but the word of the 
Lord. 

It was, at first, only a small party 
that rallied to Mattathias. The masses 
of the people had meekly given in to 
the conditions imposed by Antiochus. 


Many were attracted by the luxury and 
splendour of the Greeks and thought | 


that they would obtain good posts in 
the new state. 
to disobey as they feared the penalties 
that woutd result. | 

Mattathias applied himself to the 
att of generalship.

settled—the question of Sabbath. He 
realised that if the war was to be 
carried on with any prospect of suc- 
cess, there could be no stopping on 
Sabbath. He called a Council, which 
was attended by his five sons and by 
others who held command in the army. 
In the long debate some stubbornly 
maintained that “in the Torah it says: 
‘Thou. shalt keep holy the Sabbath- 
day.’"” At last Mattathias, who pre- 
sided, delivered his opinion: “ Breth- 
ren, det us take heed that we break not 
the Law while we seem to keep it. 
The Lord hath commanded us so we 


do not work or do our own pleasure, _ 
but we dare not neglect His work. 


The heathen hath devoured our inheri- 
tance and we must save our brothers 
and sisters from destruction even. if 
it is the Sabbath day. Would we not 
pull an’ ox or an ass that had fallen 
into a pit on the Sabbath ? Even so 
must we drag the Lord’s people from 
the pit that our enemies have digged. 
Listen to my decision, if the enemies 
come upon us on-the Sabbath Day 
with God's help we will beat him 
back, but if it is not necessary we 
will not do so.” 

The decision was generally accepted 
and acted upon, although _ the 
Chassidim tried their utmost, to avoid 
all military action on the Sabbath. 


The Victorious Army 


But little by litile, the bond of 
brotherhood grew among the people. 
The tiny army grew until it conquered 
——“ not by might nor by power, but by 
My Spirit” as the Lord had said. 

Chanucah is sometimes said to be 
a minor feast, but really it should be 
called a major one. It tells the story 
of valour in the epic of the Macca- 
beans, the story of courage as shown 
by Hannah and her seven sons. The 
Jews defended the solemn trust. of 
their religion, they honoured | their 
creed and fought for it. It was not 
merely a crisis in their own time that 
Mattathias and his sons met. They set 
a standard for the Jews of all ages 
to reply to any temptation that might 


_come,”” Yet will and my sons and 


my. brethren walk in the covenant of 
our fathers.”

COMMON AIM OF JUDAISM 
AND CHRISTIANITY 


By a Jewish CHRonicie Reporter 


Judaism and Christianity were vital to 


each other to-day, declared the Rev. John - 


L. Collins, Canon and Chancellor of St. 
Paul's Cathedral, when, at the Anglo- 
Israeli Club on Thursday of fast week, 
he spoke on “The Common _ Judeo- 
Christian Tradition.” 

He thought, said Canon Collins, that 
the differences between Judaism and 
Christianity—and there were fundamental 
differences between them—did not occur 
anywhere where religion really mattered, 
which was where it affected human 
behaviour. It was at the point where they 
decided that religion and morality were 
completely intertwined that there was 
something completely common between 
Christian and Jew, 

Judaism had brought the world face 
to face with the fact that religion must 
be completely integrated with miorality, 
and that, tf it were not, it ceased to be 
real religion. 

[t was, said Canon Collins, a magnifi- 
cent thing that Jews, who had suffered so 
much at the hands of Gentiles, often gave 
the lead to the world in reconciliation in 
human relationships.

a pickled human hand in a jar; a 
Communist who (“ with a complacent, 
unctuous smile”) says: “ You'll be 
glad enough to know me when we run

On the way back, the President and 
his wife left their car and finished their 
journey on foot, to the delight of the 
crowds in the streets, who cheered and 
clapped as the couple walked slowly back 
to their three-roomed flat. | 

During his tour of Jerusalem, the 
President stopped at the municipal offices, 
where he was grected by members of 
the Council, 

After lunch at his flat, President Ben- 
Zvi visited the grave of Dr. Weizmann 
and the tomb of his (Mr. Ben-Zvi's) son, 
who was killed in the Arab-Jewish war. 

President Ben-Zvi received thousands 
of messages of congratulations, including 
one from President Truman.

Arabs Must Lift Ban

Paris, Thursday. 

The general conference of the 
United Nations Educational, Scientific, 
and Cultural Organisation (Unesco), 
now in session here, to-day decided 
that the Arab States shall not in the 
future be permitted—as they have 
been in the past—to exclude Israel 
from Unesco conferences held on 
Arab territory. 

It adopted the following Israeli 
resolution: “ The Executive Board shall 
not consider an invitation by a State 
unless that State undertakes to make all 
necessary arrangements to admit on its 
territory for the purpose of participating 
in the conference representatives, advisers, 
experts, or observers of all States or 
associated members of the Organisation 
entitled to attend the conference.” 


The Egyptian Government — now 
has the choice of. admitting Israel 
representatives to  Unesco’s regional 


Middle East conference, due to be held 
in Cairo next year, or not having the 
conference’ in Egypt at all. Israel has 
offered to open its. gates to all countries 
if a Unesco conference is held on tis 
territory. 


ALLEGED ATROCITIES BY 
GESTAPO AGENTS 


Rabbi's Evidence at Paris Trial

PARIS 
Rabbi Kapel, the Israeli Vice- 
Consul here, and other leaders of the 
Organisation Juive de Combat, the 
war-time French Jewish Resistance 
group, have given evidence at the trial 
here of 12 French and two German 
members of the Paris Gestapo indicted 

for murder, torture, and robbery. 
Of the 29 O.J.C. men and women 
arrested by the Gestapo, only 13 
survived. Rabbi Kapel described how, 


_ before being beaten; forced on his knees, 


and whipped, he was engaged in a two- 
hour philosophical discussion on Judaism, 
Zionism. and Palestine by a German 
thug know. as the “ Professor.” 

M. Susen-Ber told how, after being 
made to witness for a whole night the 
mutilation of his comrades, he himself 
was “crucified” and had his feet 
branded with red-hot irons by a Gestapo 
woman, Denise Delfau. Fernan 
Terral related how the Gestapo thrust a 
revolver into the mouth of his eight-year- 
old son and. threatened to shoot, after 
““normal”’ torture had failed to induce 
the father to speak.

ANTI-ZIONIST CAMPAIGN

The East German press is continuing 
the violent anti-Zionist campaign begun 
with the Prague trials. 

The BERLINER ZEITUNG, a paper closely 
connected with the East Berlin city 
administration, this week asserted that 
Zionism was “ un-Jewish,”’ and equated 
it with antisemitism. Both Zionism 
and antisemitism, it said, represent 


capitalist methods to divert the atiention — 


of the workers from the revolutionary 
struggle. It claimed that Mr. Ben- 
Gurion was supporting the “ imperialist 
campaign in Korea, contrary to the 
wishes of the Israeli people.”’ 

It is feared here that the press cam- 
paign will be followed by the arrest of 
Jews known to sympathise with Zionism.
